Mrs. McHugh says that some time be- 


tween 6 and 7 o'clock Saturday evening 
Long came into the house and was pro- 
ceeding to his room when the Costello 
woman came out into the entry and de- 
manded his rent. Long claimed that be 
had paid it and refgasd to discuss the 
matter further. Biscati then followed 
the woman into the hall and joined in 
the conversation, the discussion ending 
in a row. 


Patrolman Lane was called in, and, as 


he supposed, settled the disturbance, 
after which he went out and resumed his 
beat. Long- went into his room, but in a 
short time came out into the hallway 
again and the trouble broke out afresh. 
Blows were then struck and both men 
gradually worked their way into the 
street.

jumped upon him. Mrs. McHugh says 
she saw something flash in the gaslight 
and then the Italian made two lunges 
at the other.

Biscati took to 
his heels, but was finally overtaken by 
George Sweeney, aged 17, who grasped 
him around the body, threw him down 
and, despite the Italian's struggles, held 
him until the police arrived and took ham 
into custody. 
Long's body was taken to the morgue. 


He was a hod carrier by occupation, and 
is said to have been addicted to the use 
of liquor at times. Biscati was employed 
by the Costallo woman in her barber 
shop, and as far as can be ascertained 
lias heretofore borne a good reputation.

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BRITISH AND BOERS ARE FIGHTING HARD 


Buller Says That "Substantial Progress" is Be- 


ing Made. Main Position of Boers Has Not, 


Yet Been Attacked. Hard Work for 


the British Before Ladysmith 


tendon, Jan. 22.—Two days ot almost 


continuous fishttng by a portion o£ Bu!- 
ler's troops has apparently altered the 
situation but very little. 


Tho Boers seem to be offering a des- 


perate resistance, and the best General 
Buller can say in his latest dispatch is 
that "he thinks ho is making substantial 
progress," 


He reports nearly 300 wounded as the 


result of Saturday's fighting by Genera! 
Clery's forces near Venter's Spruit. He 
has as yet sent no list of killed, 


General Buller cables to the war 


office: 


"Spearman's camp, Jan. 21, S p. nj.~ 


General Warren has been engaged all 
day, chiefly on his left, which he has 
swung forward about a couple of miles. 
The ground is very difficult, and as the 
fig-hting is all tJr. time up hill it is diffi- 
cult to say exactly how much we have 
gained, but I think we are making sub- 
stantial progress." 


The justifiable severity of the censor- 


ship at the present moment prevents 
the special correspondents from fur- 
nishing- a supplement -co General Buller's 
latest dispatch. 
The success of the 


movement depends almost entirely upon 
how far he proves able to out maneuv&r 
the Boers, whose available forces are 
doubtless larger than his own.

Buller's progress, therefore, is essential, 
and the public here is quite content to 
wait patiently. 


From the information which the cen- 


sor has allowed to pass, it is as yet 
impossible to form a correct notion of 
the British tactics.

ever, is quite clear.

ina."ders have profited by experience 
and are now. avoiding infantry charges, 
giving preference to the more judicious 
use of artillery.

tailed serious losses. 


The Boers are following their old-time 


tactics—making a show of resistance 
and then retreating in good order to pre- 
pared positions—and as they are work- 
Ing from the interior of their lines, they 
may be able to bring strong forces to 
defend the main position.

of doing all in their power by good and 
conciliatory treatment and of securing 
compensation fwtbe-people of the coun- 
try in all matters affecting either their 
own interests or those of the troops. 


In all cases where supplies of any kind 


are required these must be paid for <«n 
delivery and a. receipt for the amount 
taken. 
Offi>'< '•« will be held responsible 


for the obsei \ iiices o£ the rule that sol- 
diers are never allowed to enter private 
houses or to molest the inhabitants on 
any pretext whatever, and every pre- 
caution must be taken to suppress loot- 
ing or petty robbery1 by persons con- 
nected with the army. 


When supplies are absolutely neces- 


sary for the subsistence of the army 
and the inhabitants are unwilling to 
meet such demands, commanding offi- 
cers may, after having satisfied them- 
selves by careful personal investigation 
that such supplies are nc -essary and 
available, order these in such cases to 
be taken by forces full receipt therefor 
being given. 


American Escort Ambushed. 


Manila, Jan. 22.—An escort of 50 men 


of company G, Thirteenth infantry, 
Lieutenant Ralston commanding, was 
ambushed near Lipa. 
It consisted of 50 


convalescents from the hospital, who 
were going to rejoin the regiment. 
Two men were killed, five were wound- 
ed, and nine a.re missing. 
The insur- 


gents hid in the bushes along the road 
and opened fire upon the pack train 
from three sides. 
The Americans, in 


addition to their casualties, were com- 
pelled to abandon the train, which con- 
sisted of 22 horses.

their packs, all fell into the hands of thr> 
insurgents,, who pursued the retreating 
escort along the road until the Ameri- 
cans were reinforced.

Fall River, Mass., Jan. 22—Charles L. 


Foote, who is reported to be under ar- 
rest in Chicago, left this city on Dec. 10. 
1896, and at the same time an actress 
known both as Wood and Harper left 
the city. After Foote dis-appeared.it \\ as 
alleged that he had taken $4900 from the 
Fall River Co-operative bank and $2300 
from Lincoln & Hood, with whom he had 
been a trusted clerk. He also held a 
clerkship for the bank. Foote left his 
•wife and child in almost destitute cir- 
cumstances. Some time after Foote 
left he was located in Chicago, where he 
had lived for six months with the woman 
who was thought to have been his com- 
panion at the time of his disappearance.

What an Examination of a 


Cuban's Women's Prison 


Revealed 


Havana, Jaiu 22.—Major Huacle, vfho 


has beeoi at work for some time investi- 
gating the circumstances surrounding 
the detention in prison of persons 
charged with various offenses, to many 
of whom no trial has been granted, is 
eng-a/sed In preparing a r&port of a visit 
he recently paid to the women's prison. 
This institution be describee as "a den of 
filth and iniquity-." He did not find a 
cot, a blanket or a female attendant in 
the prison where several hundred women 
are confined. The sanitary conditions 
are almost indescribable. He says he 
cannot understand how such a place 
could have been tolerated in a so-called 
civilized community. His examination 
reveals a state of affairs worse than 
anything yet written regarding Spanish 
mismanagement. 


What Major Runcie has already made 


known seems to asitonish the Cuban of- 
ficials. They assert that Senor Lanuza 
is principally to blame, as, in his position 
as secretary of justice in General 
Brooke's cabinet, he ought to have dis- 
covered, the existence of these enormi- 
ties.

The speakers included members of 


both branches ot congress, and on the 
stage were other public men who caine 
merely to add their moral support. 


The keynote of the speeches was that 


the Boers were fighting for their inde- 
pendence as our forefathers had done 
in 1776. The gathering assembled un- 
der the auspices of the United Irish so- 
cieties and a number of leading Ger- 
mans of the city joined in the move- 
ment. 


The meeting was called to order by 


the chairman of the executive committee, 
M. P. Moran, the national treasurer of 
the Ancient Order of Hibernians, who 
Introduced Congressman Sulzer as the 
presiding officer of the evening. 


Mr. Sulzer said in part: 
"As an 


American citizen I am not ashamed to 
.have it known that ^»y sympathies are 
With the heroic Boers in their determined 
effort to maintain their homes and their 
Independence against the piracy and the 
tyranny of the British crown. 
In a 


fight between liberty and monarchy I 
want to see liberty win. Their cause is 
a just cause. The courage of the Boers 
in the face of tremendous odds has chal- 
lenged the admiration of mankind, and 
their heroism against 
almost insur- 


mountable obstacles has won the re- 
spect of t*e civilized world. 
They are 


entitled to our sympathy, and xve would 
be false to ourselves and all our history 
if we did not give it to them." 


Senator Mason of Illinois said: 
"I 


hold that there is no hour too sacred or 
place too dear to speak for the cause of 
liberty. 
The conflict in the Transvaal 


is a struggle between liberty and slavery. 
The Boers ore right, bat unless we can 
aid them in some way the cause may not 
triumph. The bird of liberty has hither- 
to always found a resting place in this 
country. 


"Lately the American eagle, it appears, 


has taken to eating con-ton. We do not 
want for the Boers the kind of liberty 
that England would give them. 
We 


want the Boers to have the kind of 
liberty they want. 
If you have any in- 


fluence lend your voidfe to the cause of 
the Boers. If you have no influence, but 
have convictions, spdak your senti- 
ments." 


representative Bailey of Texas said: 


"I am sick of hearing about our brothers 
across the sea. 
England is brutal. 


She has hunted the Irish down and shot 
them in a brutal manner among the 
bogs and fens of Ireland. 
It is not 


merely English greed for gold or desire 
for wealth that urges England on during 
this war. 
She finds an opportunity to 


blot out a republic from the map of the 
world, and she does not hesitate to do it. 
I blush to say that there are men under 
this flag who hope to see this crime 
prepetrated.

Gordon Highlander's Experience In 


the South African "War. 


A private soldier in the Second bat- 


talion, Gordon highlanders, recounts 
an experience In the following letter, 
indicating that the marksmanship of 
some of the Boers at least is better 
than has been alleged, says the New- 
York Herald: 


"We, the Devons, Imperial Light 


horse and others, had a fight at Blands- 
laagte with the Boers, and I never en- 
joyed myself so much before. 
You 


first have to get christened to fire, and 
then you think noi 
^ of the shells 


bursting about you and the bullets 
which go whistling past like bees. We 
went forward by 60 yard rushes, and 
at every rush you could hear a groan, 
and down would go one of our com- 
rades, .either killed or wounded, poor 
chap! 


"When we were miles from the ene- 


my, they opened fire on us with sheila, 
and as we were going along in mass 
one of the shells burst on the left of 
the company, and one of our men of 
my section, Bobby Hall, got shot dead 
with a piece of the shell going straight 
through his head. 
That was what 


made more than one wish to turn and 
run. 
Cut what would Britain do if 


her soldiers ran from the enemy? 


"At last we got to whore we could 


get a shot at tut Boers with our rifles, 
and you may bet we gave them more 
than one, as perhaps the papers have 
told you. I got through the rifle fire 
down to the bayonet charge on the hill- 
side, when i felt a sting in the left 
arm, and, looking down, found I was 
shot in the wrist. In changing my po- 
sition I got shot in the center of the 
forehead. The bullet did not go straight 
through. It glanced oft my nose bone 
and came out above ray right temple. 
On looking around I was just in time 
to see the blood squirt from the first 
•wound. 


"I shifted my position in quick time, 


for I did not want another from the 
same rifle. I lay still after doing this 
for awhile, when th/ thought came to 
me to get my wrist bandaged aoid try 
to shoot again. 
On changing my po- 


sition I got a bullet right in the 'nap- 
per." 1 was out of action then, for all 
was dark. I hear<i thp officer 1 was 
going to get the bandages from say, 
'Poor chap, he's done.' But, no; I am 
still kicking."

Circumstances compel us today to 


note that the Evening Herald has 
paused once more in its low and ill- 
fated attempt to discredit the Tran- 
script for a too obvious purpose.

men of Denver. Social ostracism will 
serve as a, remedy for any public evil. 
It is in fact the only effective remedy. 
It applies to evils connected with trusts 
in the same way that it does to any 
other form of commercial wrong. I did 
not suggest the ostracism of trusts, but 
of the individuals who grossly abuse 
the powers .which the existence of 
trusts places in their hands."

islature," wittes Mary H. Kiukaid in 
Ainatee'a foir January- 
"The places 


are the> most desirable in the hand- 
some legislative chamber. It has been 
noticed that the women are seldom ab- 
sent from their places. The story is 
told that, during the prevail*: session, 
ono of the women members failed to 
appear at her desk for a week. Owing 
to all previous records for conscien- 
tious attendance, the vacancy caused 
much comment. 
Finally one of the 


oldest men in the house mustered up 
the courage to make Inquiries of the 
other women. 


" 'Where is the Honorable 
Mrs. 


Blank?' he asked. 
"We have been 


missing her and we hope she is not 
ill." 


" '111? 
NO, indeed,' said one of the 


Honorable Mrs. Bank'3 women col- 
leagues. 
'She has a new ffrandson. 


and she Is so proud she has been stay- 
ing home a few days just to rock the 
cradle.' 


"It is unnecessary to say that the 


happy grandmother's bills were not 
attacked during her voluntary deser- 
tion from the ranks of 
the 
law- 


makers. 


"Notwithstanding the 
fact 
that 


some man offered the sarcastic toast 
to woman, 'Once our superiors, but 
now our equals,' women are treated 
with the same courtesy and considera- 
tion that was accorded them before 
they entered public life. Smioking is 
not. indulged in on the floor of the 
house, and no turbulent sctnes have 
been recorded since the establishment 
of equal suffrage. 
If there is any 


lesson taught by the changed political 
conditions in Coloradio, it *s that men 
a'ways will pay to the true woman 
the deference and respect to which she 
is entitled. When the first fight for 
equal rights was made, it was the 
fashion for the well-meaning agita- 
tors to picture man as the enemy and 
oppressor of women. Recent hisitpry 
in Colorado has proved that men are 
not only ready to give women the 
privilege they covet. Tmt the men are 
glad to show women how to use those 
privileges. 


"From the point of view of the prac- 


tical politician, women are not alto- 
gether satisfactory 
as> lawmakers, 


because they refuse to be whipped 
into line for party measures unless 
Ws measures happen to appeal to 
their sense of right. It is this indif- 
ference to the party lash that makes 
it difficult for a woman to be elected 
to a second term in the legislature. 
So far, the members have been con- 
tented to retire after one term of ser- 
vice. Each has been determined to 
earn the verdict; 'She has done what 
she could.' 
Unlike the majority of 


their colleagues the women have an 
idea that some one else can carry out 
the work they have begun 
As the 


women invariably are on the side of 
all measures of a philanthropic or re- 
form character, their party affiliations 
count for little if in conflict 
with, 


their sympathy or sense of justice. 


"Among the fault-flnders it has been 


hinted that women make lawg with 
their hearts instead' of their heads, 
the records of the last three general 
assemblies of Colorado Drtn e, that if 
this be true, heart-service as well as 
head-service is an admirable thing for 
the state. 
The nine women legisla- 


tors, elected since the establishment 
of local suffrage, have espoused re- 
forms that their stronger colleagues 
have regarded as too altruistic for 
present-day conditions. 
The women 


have worked for laws enlarging the 
scope of free 
education, 
providing 


homes Cor girls, establishing; nurser- 
ies of dependent children, and short- 
ening the laboring1 man's hours. They 
have accomplished great results and 
have demonstrated that they can show 
loyal and unselfish devotion to the in- 
terest of the people 
wiho elected 


them." 


"Mrs. Frances S. Lee, who- is the 


youngest of the: three women repre- 
sentatives, was born in Chicago less 
than 30 years ago. When eleven years 
old, she went to Colorado with her pa- 
rents, who settled in Denver. She was 
graduated from the West Denver high 
school and taught for a short time be- 
fore her marriage to Frank "W. Lee, a 
leader in the Colorado State Federa- 
tion of Labor. Mrs. Lee is the mother 
of five children. The youngest 
was 


three years old when the campaign of 
1898 began. Although her home duties 
had kept her busy for a number of 


. years, she had been a conscientious 


student. Through her husband's affil- 
iations she had acquired a wide knowl- 
edge of labor conditions. She joined 
the Colorado Woman's , Democratic 
club because she felt it to be her duty 
to do her part as a citizen. She soon 
gamed the friendship of the members, 
who put her forward as their candi- 
date for the legislature. Mrs. Lee was 
Mow to accept the honor, for she had 
been too much occupied to cultivate 
the art fit public speaking and she hes- 
itated to assume duties so at variance 
with her quiet habits. The club had 
chosen its candidate and the members 
would not hear to her refusal to run 
for ofiice. When Mrs. Lee 
pleaded 


that she could not neglect the children 
there were members, who ottered to 
stay with the baby if necessary. Mrs. 
Lee vvasvreminded that where there 
was a will there is always a way. Her 
name was presented to the democratic 
convention and she was nominated 
v.'ithm't opposition. 


"The campaign shower} that the wo- 


man wlu> could manage a house suc- 
cessfully and who could care for a 
family of children had the qualities 
of a leader. When the time came for 
her to take up her public duties It was 
evident that the retiring1 home woman 
could be trusted to do her part in the 
legislature. 
"Mrs. Lee Introduced five bills touch- 
Ing educational and labor 
questions^ 


None was passed, although each was 
the subject of earnest debate. With 
the other women legislators, Mrs. Lee 
did much toward the pushing1 of the 
reform measures that became laws. 


"Mrs. Lee Is of medium height and 


slender form. Her features are delicate 
and her face shows that she is of a 
high-strung, sensitive nature. By her 
womanliness and her g-entleness, she 
has won the chivalrous regard of the 
men who were her colleagues. She was 
the first woman ever called to the 
chair of the house during a session of 
a committee of the whole. The other 
women members had often presided 
during the regular discussions, but 
when Mrs. Lee was asked to take the 
gavel during the consideration of an 
Important question there was a mo- 
mentary sensattton., 
The 
honorable 


member from Arapahoe blushed and 
showed some hesitation. Then she as- 
(Wided the steps leading to the speak 
er's stand -and took the big chair as if 
it were her habit. 
"During the session Mrs. Lee not only 
managed her house and cared for her 
children, but she found time to enter- 
tain many guests at her home. Once 
some one suggested that the cares of 
the state must be something of a bur- 
den, when added to domestic duties. 
Mrs. Lee laughingly replied that any 
one who had the executive ability to 
run a house and rear several children 
ought not to find any duties too ex- 
acting for her strength."

Ten Men Control the Railroads 


An extraordinary fact disclosed by 


recent -events in railroad affairs, and 
especially by recent 
conferences in 


this city, is that ten men practically 
control all df the railrlMuis In this 
country. 
The names of these men 


are William K. Vanderbilt, J. Pier- 
pont Morgan, E. H. Harriman, Collis 
P. Hunting-ton, George J. G-ould, James 
J. Hill, A. J. Cassatt, William Rocke- 
feller, Jacob H. Schiff 
and 
James 


Speyer. 
With two 
exceDtions—the 


Messrs. Hill and Cassatt—all of these 
men are residents of New York city. 
There are other men of influence and 
power in the railroad field but the ten 
men manned domlrnate the situation 
completely. 


Alhough many of the details of con- 


solidation and concentration of con- 
trol are yet to be worked out, enough 
is known of the general scheme to 
show that the principal railroad prop- 
erties- in the United States are beins 
adroitly brought together on a basis 
of mutual interest. The tome of a re- 
cent conference of western presidents 
in this city, and also of the incidental 
social gathering of railroad men at 
the Metropolitan club, was significant 
because of the entire absence of diff- 
erences. 
There is no previous oc- 


casion on record of the assembling 
of a score of railroad presidents with- 
out the manifestation of some aggres- 
siveness or individuality of interest. 


All of the meetings within the past 


few days have been characterized by 
a perfect harmony and singleness of 
purpose. 
In 
fact, 
never 
before 


Save so many railr'oad Presidents 
come together with so little zwywer. 
The actual power of directing their 
policies and their acts rests with the 
ten men named. 


Not the least interesting feature of 


the railroad situation is the develop- 
ment of William Rockefeller 
as 
a 


railr'oad man. His recent election as a 
director of the New York Central em- 
phasized his implortanicie In railway 
affairs. He is recognized as the dom- 
inant power in the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee & St. Paul railroad, and as one 
of the directing influences of the Del- 
aware, Lackawana & Western. 
With 


his brrthe-r John D. Rockefeller, he 
controls absolutely the extensive Mis- 
souri & Texas system in the south- 
west. He is also a very large stock- 
holder and a director of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford, and he 
is associated 
-with Mr. Morgan 
in 


many enterprises. 


William K Vanderbilt a.nd J. Pier- 


pont Morgan now completely control 
tho railroads in what is known as 
trunk-line territory—i. e., east of the 
Mississippi and north 
of the Ohio 


rivers, outside of New England. Mr. 
Vanderbilt's relation to the great 
scheme of unification of railroad in- 
tereests, wlych Is practically com- 
pleted, has been that of originator and 
leader. His comprehensive and vigor- 
ous grasp of the situation has excited 
the surprise and admiration of the 
most adroit financiers of the day. 


J. Pierpont Morgan controls more 


railroads than any other man in tha 
world .Under his directing influence 
are the Southern Hallway system, the 
Erie, the Lehlgh Vaiiey, the Phila- 
delphia & Reading and thf Northern 
Pacific, not to mention a dozen roads 
of minor importance. As the represen- 
tative of foreign shareholders he has a 
potent voice in the management of the 
groat Pennsylvania system. 


E. H. Harriman has within the past 


two years advanced to the front rank 
of. railroad financiers. Already at the 
head of the Union Pacific system, the 
Chicago & Alton and the Illlonis Cen- 
tral, he Is constantly enlarging 
tlio 


sphere of his power. Ho is now re- 
organizing the Kansas City, Pittsburg 


It Was Considered a Joke to Turn Cattle 


Into a Ballroom. 


Can any one tell me anything of the 


city assembly rooms and the assembly 
rooms on the Surrey side—i. e., South- 
wark—about the year 1772? The social 
side of the city about that time is onri- 
ouely difficult to get at satisfactorily. 
For instance, when Catherine Hnlton 
wwat to London in 1783, being then 27 
yw<rs of age, she went with a certain 
Mr. J. Woocihou.se and his mother. They 
called for her at 7:80 in the evening, 
the gentleman being dressed in a suit 
of pale blue Trench silk, spotted with 
pink and green, the coat lined with 
pink silk, his hair in a bag, a white 
feather in his hat, a sword by his side 
and his ruffle and frill of fine point lace. 
This seems very splendid. At the as- 
sembly the men were chiefly in "dress 
coats"—meaning probably of blue or 
pink silk, like that of Mr. Woodhouse. 
Those who were not wore ' 'cloth coats, 
trimmed with narrow gold lace, with 
•waistcoats of silver tissue," and the 
hair "in a cue, with curls flying out 
on each side of the head." 


The other ladies were covered with 


diamonds. The subscription to the city 
assembly is 8 guineas. There are 300 
subscribers and late nights. The sub- 
scribers are the first people in the city. 
The rooms are lighted with wax. The 
branches for the candles, the urns for 
the tea and coffee and the baskets for 
the cakes and macaroons are of silver. I 
want to know more about this assem- 
bly. 


As regards the Surrey assembly, all I 


can tell you about it is that the room 
•was on the ground floor, and that on & 
certain night—the opening night of the 
season of 177S (?)—while the dancijg 
•was at its height some -wag threw open 
the front door and gave admission to a 
drove of oxen, which began to run about 
in a most terrifying manner. Some of 
the men drew their swords valiantly, 
others tumbled down. The ladies faint- 
ed and fell over the men. Caps, hcops, 
tippets, handkerchiefs, were lying all 
abont the floor, and the oxen bellowed 
and ran about, threatening with their 
horns. What would have happened one 
knows not. But "the sprightly Mrs. 
Hanniver"—presumably a lady con- 
nected with the supper department— 
' 'coming from the Lactarium with bub 
for the gentlemen"—"bub" is defined 
by Webster as a strong malt drink—• 
snatched from the master of the cere- 
monies his mopstick—did the M. C. on 
the Surrey side carry a mopsticfc as a 
wand of office?—and, with so much 
spirit belabored the horny tribe that 
they fled incontinent. 


When the company gathered them- 


selves together and picked up what they 
could, being horribly dishevelled, amid 
the general wreck—hoops gone, wigs 
pulled to pieces, headgear destroyed, 
dresses torn—they proceeded, I suspect, 
to refresh themselves with the sprightly 
Mrs. Hanniver's stimulating bub. If 
any one will tell me more about this 
assembly, I shall be grateful.—Sir Wal- 
ter Besant in Queen.

Ask a One Cent Increase, and Refuse 


a Compromise 


Twenty-four of the 26 weavers em- 


ployed at the Dunbar mill went out 
this noon, on strike. 
Worsted goods 


are made in this mill, and some time 
ago the weavers asked for an increase 
of pay. Agent Dennett told them he 
would pay as much as any cne wiould 
for the same class 
of work, 
and 


thought he was doing so. 


From that time matters ran along 


quietly till today, when the weavers 
asked for an advance of one cent a 
yard, which would be equal to about 
16 per cent. Mr. Dennett still main- 
tained that the wag-es were as high 
as in any -worsted mill, but rather than 
have any trouble he offered to com- 
promise on an advance of half a cent 
a yard, or an Increase of eight per 
cent. 


It was thought at 12 o'clock that the 


offer would be accepted, buc before 1 
the weavers decided to go out, and 


I wnly two looms were started after din- 
l/ner. 


It 13 wholly a question of wages, 


there having been no trouble of any 
kind between the company and the 
employes. All but one of the weav- 
ers are men, some of whom 
have 


worked for the company since 
the 


manufacture of worsted goods was be- 
gun. 


It is sid they have been making from 


$10.50 to $12 a week, and the company 
is of the opinion that no better wages 
for similar work are paid anywhere.

nual production of the Passion play 
In Havana, whicu will take place ear- 
ly 
In March. 
Witu nearly '20,000 


Americans in the Cuban capital alone, 
to whom this form of amusement will 
be a great novelty, the Cubans are tak- 
ing great pride in making the produc- 
tion" an extraordinary one both In scen- 
ic effect and in interpretation. 


There will be a number of perform- 


ances, the first beginning early 
in_ 


March, to be repeated at stated inter" 
vals until Easter, says the Chicago 
Trflnme. The two principal theaters, 
the Tacon and the Payret, will run 
rival attractions, and they are strug- 
gling to procure the best talent obtain- 
able for an artistic presentation of the 
career of Christ on earth. Unlike the 
Passion play at Oberammergau, pre- 
sented only once in ten years, the char- 
acters of which are assumed by peas- 
ants who must be trained to the task, 
the Cuban Passion play is a production 
with fine scenery, with a cast of the 
best Spanish artists of tragedy roles 
enacted in the third largest theater in 
the world, a production in which the 
Spaniards in Cuba have always taken 
the deepest and most sincere interest 
and one in which the Cubans do not 
mean to be excelled by others. 


Last year, the first of Cuban inde- 


pendence, was rather a stagnant one 
as far as great performances were con- 
cerned. No special efforts were made, 
yet during the nm of the Passion play 
the Tacon theater was packed at every 
performance. 
Something of the bril- 


liancy of that immense 
playhouse, 


swarming with a friendly commingling 
of Americans, Cubans and Spaniards, 
with a buzz of tongues like Babel, is 
reproduced occasionally iu the Grand 
Opera House of Paris or in Madison 
Square Garden, when society turns out 
en masse and the event of the season 
is about to take place. 


The Tacon's great ascent of balco- 


nies, that seem to rise in interminable 
numbers toward a magnificent vaulted 
roof, vibrate to the doors with a hiss- 
ing, applauding, restless, 
emotional 


motr of Cuban urchins and patriots. 
Below, in the ring of stalls which sur- 
rounds the pit and in the pit itself, sit 
the better class of Cubans and Span- 
iards, with a goodly sprinkling of Cu- 
ban military officers in brand new blue 
uniiorms, with gold decorations that 
glitter in the flaring lights, with a 
strange, new importance all their own. 


The curtain rises at 8 o'clock, and al- 


most continuously the play progresses 
until nearly 1 in the morning. The 
curtain drops at the close of each act, 
but only for the change of scenery, 
when it rises immediately. The seven 
steps, or "pasos," of the piece are sev- 
en acts, each of which has one promi- 
nent situation, or "cuadro," and some- 
times two, showing the principal oc- 
currences in the life of Christ from 
the time of the presentation in the 
temple to the descent from the cross. 


The cast this year will be composed 


of 50 members, including 12 principals 
and a secondary corps of villagers, sol- 
diers, children, virgins and winged an- 
gels. The role of the Virgin Mary will 
be presented by Senorita Luisa Mar- 
tinez Casado, a noted Madrid actress 
of exceptional power. 
She is a tall, 


slender, striking woman of consider- 
able beauty, a tragedienne whose act- 
ing is generally characterized by great 
reserve force. In fact, she is a. talent- 
ed and finished actress and is a favor- 
ite in Madrid. 
She is supported by 


Senor D. Pablo Pildain In the charac- 
ter of Christ. Pildain is also from Mad- 
rid and an actor Q£ recognized merit 
The rest of the company, with the ex- 
ception of Pilar Luarez, who assumes 
the character of Pontius Pilate, are 
artists of somewhat indifferent ability. 


There are certain situations which 


occur in the progress of the piece 
which save the Passion play from be- 
coming a sacrilegious affront 
How- 


ever, the persecution of the Christ, the 
crucifixion and the descent from tbe 
cross, all enacted so realistically before 
a Christian audience, are offensive to 
their finer feelings and to their rev- 
erence for certain traditions of the 
church, whether Catholic or Protestant. 
Americans invariably leave the theater 
during the progress of these scenes. 


At times at least there are situations 


which rise to noticeable dramatic pow- 
er and hold the attention of a listener 
bound, even though he may be ignorant 
of the language spoken on the stage. 
The character of Mary at periods in 
her grief rises to moments of intense 
feeling that do not fail to impress the 
audience. Pontius Pilate, made heroic 
by the author of the piece, D. Jose 
Julian Cavero, Is heroically presented. 
The character of the Christ, painful to 
a degree, is not impressive. It is rather 
terrifying. 


*The audience comes and goes during 


the progress of a Passion play at will. 
It is not necessary to purchase a ticket 
for the whole performance. 
In fact, 


a seat can be hired for one or any num- 
ber of acts. The performance is too 
long to warrant sitting out the whole. 
The general practice is to attend part 
of the piny on one night and to return 
on another night for the remainder. 


The orchestra is invariably good and 


the choice of music all that could be 
desired. 
All in all, the impression is 


decidedlyvmetropolitan. Each evening 
is a brilliant event, and a Havana Pas- 
sion play is a novel performance.

true Love has not only outlived her 
builders and their Kucc^ssors, but has 
also outlived every craft that was built 
iu her time and for many years after- 
ward, and ibis faqt, coupled with the 
report that the historic craft is still en- 
gaged in active pursuits, places Phila- 
delphia at the very top notch as a ship- 
building center. 


In 1764, when this famous old craft 


was launched on the banks of tho Dela- 
ware, although her length was but 96 
feet 8 inches, she was then the largest 
vessel of commerce that the Delaware 
had ever floated. Contrast this with the 
dimensions of the huge Hamburg-Amer- 
ican Packet company's steamship Penn- 
sylvania, whose length is 587 feet, and 
one will be amazed with tho magnitude 
of the modern ship of commerce. Tho 
.True Love, upon being completed, sailed 
away from Philadelphia early in 1765, 
and no record is bad of her return to 
this city until Aug. 22, 1873, when, at 
the age of 109 years, she came into port 
from Ivigtut, Greenland, with a cargo 
of kryolite in command of Captain 
Thomas Nathaniel, consigned to B. 
Crowley. She was discharged here and 
surveyed by the American Lloyds in 
October, 1878. and sailed away, never 
to return again. Upon her arrival short- 
ly afterward in London she was sold 
and turned into a coal hulk, in which 
capacity she still serves. 


The dimensions of this famous True 


Love are: Length, 96 feet 8 inches; 
beam, 26 feet 9 inches; depth of hold, 
17 feet. She measured 206 tons register, 
and, like all old craft, carried very lit- 
tle more cargo. 


The discovery that there was still 


afloat a Philadelphia built vessel of such 
an age has caused much comment on 
the floors of tho Maritime Exchange, 
and some shipping men are of the opin- 
ion that this old craft should, if possi- 
ble, be purchased as a relic. Eecords 
show that the True Love was for a time 
owned in Hull, England, by G. Dahl 
previous to her purchase by John S. 
Ward of London, and during that time 
she was engaged in the Baltic trade.— 
Philadelphia Press. '

In jus- 
tice to a Democrat I want you to exam- 
ine these papers at your leisure.' 


" 'You have been correctly informed, 


General Shelby,' said the president. 
'That charge has been made. I will look 
at your papers.' 


"Congressman Dockery interjected a 


remark. 'I will bid you good morning, 
Mr. President,' said the general. 'There 
is nothing that man'—pointing to Dock- 
ery—'can pay to me in this office or in 
your presence. There are many places 
in which he con meet ine if he desires.' 


"There was a distinct challenge in 


' his manner and glance, bnt it never 


came to anything. 'Within an hour Mr. 
Cleveland caused General Shelby to be 
informed that he wonld be given the 
appointment. Tho entire business was 
settled in less than half a day.

He Displayed Mar»elou» Skill ID Throw- 


Int the Knlf«, and His Ability In That 
Direction Did Him a Good Turn, as tb»

One day in Leathrille, Colo., I had 


just finished dinner, -when a stranger 
spoke to me in the hotel. We chatted 
for a ruiunte or two, and then the stran- 
ger, whose name I afterward learned 
was Harry Connor, or Black Harry for 
short, asked me if I was not selling I 
hardware.

Isaac Cressinger of Sunbury, Pa., 


keeps a strange vigil over the grave of 
his son, who was hanged a few days 
ago for the murder of Daisy Smith.

MODDER"RIVER WAS AN ALIVTA 


Why Mctbnen Called the Battle One 


Of the Bloat Trylun Ever Fought. 
Modder River was an Alma. 
That is how a British correspondent 


writes of the battle of Modder River, j 
partly making clear the reason why 
Lord Methuen called it one of the 
"most trying in the annals of the Brit- 
ish army." He writes as follows, says 
the Mew Xork Bun: "The battle of 
Modder River may be aptly and fitly 
described as a soldiers' fight There la 
little generalship required to place a 
dozen infantry regiments squarely be- 
fore a line of intrenchments and tell 
them to go in and win. 


"The youngest, newly Joined officer 


from Sandhurst could have threaded 
the regiments at regular intervals be- 
fore the live miles of Boer intrench- 
ments and have Issued the orders 
Which resulted in the victory. 


"For 16 hoars the battle raged; for 


16 hours on a plain as bare of cover as 
the dome of St Paul's the infantry ad- 
vanced by the shortest of rushes in the 
sweltering heat to shoot and get shot; 
for 16 hours the artillery, innocent of 
that shelter which tacticians in books 
lay down a« ' absolutely necessary, 
pounded away at their invisible foe. 


"The wounded tell out and were in 


most cases left, Cor the stretcher bear- 
ers did not dare to 'enter the zone of 
fire. Each wounded man was made a 
mark for the enemy's riflemen. 
The 


wounded men were useful for the 
Boers. They took sighting shots at 
them and got the range perfectly. 


"Our men fought splendidly. That 


sounds trite enough, but no plain Eng- 
lish word can possibly describe the 
magnificence of their behavior. A com- 
pany would advance a few tortuoua 
paces, a man here and there would col- 
lapse with a gasp, a few shots would 
be fired, a few more men would double 
up, and again the advance. 
If the 


stretcher bearers could not get to the 
wounded, they were left till it was pos- 
sible to reach them. In some instances 
wounded men were left all night in the 
field. 


"The historian who writes a tearful 


story of the battle of Modder River 
will have a strange story to tell, if all 
one hears is gospel; stories of guides 
who reported Modder river to be held 
by 600 Boers, of a regiment sent to 
clear them and finding 12,000, or regi- 
ments, flanking the enemy's position 
and within a few hundred yards of his 
guns having to retire because they 
were shelled by their own artillery.

One will readily discern that 
a ripe profit might he made to roll pleas- 
antly up at one of these tmtariffed lega- 
tion sales. Our own tradespeople must, 
however, pay the fiddler in each notahle 
instance. 


At 'these sales snabdom turns stoutly 


ont. The bidding is hot and faet and 
high. There is nothing so lusted for by 
a certain sort of American, oringingly 
numerous hereabout, as a wine which 
has teen justified by an embassador'a 
taste, or a piece of furniture or bric-a- 
brac which has been eoiled by noble and 
titled contact. And, therefore, these le- 
gation auctions furnish the most heated 
bid combats. And tnany a fool is fleeced. 


It te also to be remarked that these 


sales string ont in endless fashion, day 
following day, aa fools flock to be bun- 
koed. The stock, whether of wine or 
fnnritnre or cast off noble garments, 
never rnns low. The widow's store of 
oil showed 'no better staying powers. 
As long as custom bangs about the 
chanters shout, the red flag floats and 
the stock of goods to be disposed of 
flows by with current unabated.

FERRYBOATS. 


The Kind That Were In Use a Hundred 


Tears Ago. 


The horse boats between the cities of 


New York and Brooklyn may be cited 
as early attempts to solve the problem 
of transport by water. An interesting 
featnre of these early constructions was 
the use of a water wneel 12 leet or so in 
diameter, with 24 floats, the latter in- 
clined slightly to the radius so as to 
avoid the lifting of the water, M hich is 
BO tronulesome a feature of the radial 
float. These horse boats appear to have 
been of three general designs. In the 
first a frame, shaped somewhat like the 
letter "A" or an inverted "U," was 
mounted to turn around its vertical 
axis. Four of these frames, dividing the 
circle into eight parts, made a sort of 
skeleton cone, and this cone was caused 
to revolve by eight horses moving in a 
horizontal circular path about 20 feet 
in diameter. The face gear, 15 feet in 
diameter, drove a three foot pinion 
mounted upon the axis on the water 
wheel shaft and the wheels were within 
the frame in an opening between half 
hulls. 


The second plan was of a oonipal 


skeleton frame at an incline of about 
one in two, so that the horses had to 
travel up this inclined surface, causing 
it to rotate with their weight and trac- 
tion. 


In the third plan—a smaller design— 


the paddle wheels were brought into a 
well between the two half hulls of the 
boat, catamaran fashion, as in the first 
arrangement, and the frame was mount- 
ed above the wheels, and its rotating 
motion was transmitted by intermediate 
idle wheels to the water wheel shaft. 
Boats of the first and second class seem 
to have been abont 75 feet long. 


It is interesting also to observe that 


the swinging bridge for ferryboat serv- 
ice had been already thought ont by 
Fulton early in this century, with its 
counterweight construction 
and its 


windlass for making the boats fast. 
Snob boats seem to have drawn a little 
over two feet of water and to have had 
perfectly flat bottoms, like scows. —Pro- 
fessor F, E. Button in Cassier's Maga- 
zine. 


A Marine'a Letter to Hi* Klotber. 
A royal marine of H. M. S. Powerful, 


serving with the naval brigade in Lord 
Methuen's advance in South Africa, 
writes as follows, says the Ixindon 
News: 


"Since the advance started we have 


had hard times. No tents, nothing to 
sleep under at night and to shade you 
in the open veldt by day. Have to 
diink any water we can get, thick with 
mud from pools. Have been seven days 
without a wash and 48 hours, 24 of 
which we were fighting, on half a pint 
of wat«r and some hard biscuits. But 
I'm thin and wiry like you, mother, 
and can stand it with the best of them. 
Hope it will soon be over. Love to 
all. A happy Christmas to you all."

Project to Lease the Fitch- 


burg to the Boston and 


Maine Company 


EFFECT ON B, & A, LEASE 


May Result in its Defeat in Legislature. 


How 
This May Result on 


Future Prosperity of the 


Fitchburg 


The grave that has 
been slowly 


opening for the interment of the Bos- 
ton & Maine lease of the Fltchbunr 
railroad received the corpse Saturday 
afternoon. The fatal blow was given 
by President Tuttle in a letter to Pres- 
ident 
Oodma,ni 
of 
the 
Fitchburg, 


which brought the whole matter to a 
sudden 
termination. This was pre- 


dicted when Director Robert Codman, 
In hia recent published interview, gave 
it as his belef that the three state di- 
rectors were actiag in accordance with 
the wishes of the governor and coun- 
cil, and, In view'of this fact, it was a 
wasite, of time, energy and money to 
continue the negotiations. 


"What effect the failure of this propo- 


sition will have upon the proposed 
lease of the Boston and Albany by the 
New York Central is largely conjectur- 
al at this time, but It is the opinion of 
many that it foretells its defeat in the 
legislature. 
The opposition 
to the 


transfer of the Boston and Albany to 
the control of the Vanderbilt interests 
has developed no little strength since it 
was learned that the Central declined 
to enter into any agreement what- 
ever looking to the guaranteeing1 of ap- 
proximately the samte volume of ex- 
change business at Rotterdam Junction 
that Is now received by the Fitchburg 
road. 


This has been interpreted aa mean- 


ing that a change of relations between 
the Boston, and Albany and the Cen- 
tral would be to the sertous detriment 
of the Fi f-hburg1, and was considered 
as sufficient grtoundg upon which to 
wage a persistent warfare against the 
scheme of unification. 


This sudden termination! of the lease 


negotiations between the Boston and 
and Maine and the Fitchburg, while in 
the nature of a victory Jor Mr. "Webb, 
will meet with many regrets from the 
security holders of the Fitchburg, as 
the g-uarantee of the Boston & Maine 
meant about $130,000 to their packets 
beyond what the Fitchburg has ever 
shown in its yearly net receipts. While 
this sum looks large ill itself, it could 
easily have been realized as a result 
of certain economies of operation that 
could have been effected with ben 
roads under a single management. 


The sta,te would alga be a gainer, as 


a 
large holding- of dead securities 


wtould have been given a new value 
through the Bostom & Maine's guaran- 
tee of 1 per cent on the stock that now 
lies worthless in the treasury vaults of 
the comimionwealth. 


There is another phase of this mat- 


ter that is worth consideration at this 
time—taken in conjunction, with the 
possible defeat of the Boston and Al- 
bany lease—and that is how far the re- 
jection of both measures will operate 
against the future of the Fitchburs 
road. It is a reasonable assumption 
'hat the Vanderbilts will feel the pique 
of defeat, and that they will endeavor 
to r.-ake their power felt against Bos- 
ton.

MAYOR WILKINSON SPOKE 


Typewritten Matter in Mails 


Postmaster General Smith has issued 


the following order regarding the mod- 
ification of sectian 316, postal laws and 
regulations: 


"Section 316, postaJ laws and regu- 


lations is hereby modified so as to read 
as follows: Section 316 further points 
of definition; printed matter: First, All 
impressions obtained upon paper or 
cardboard, by means of printing, en- 
graving, lithographing, or any other 
mechanical process easy to recognize— 
except the typewriter, letter press or 
manifold copy—are held to be printed 
matter, if not in the nature of an act- 
ual and personal correspondence. 


"Second. 
Matter prepared by the 


typewriter must be regarded as per- 
sonal correspondence and unmailable 
at the third class rate of postage; but 
fac simile copies of 
manuscript or 


typewriting, obtained by mechanical 
process, such as printing press, electric 
penn, mimeograph, hektograph, copy- 
graph, etc., are similar to printing and 
may be regarded as third class matter 
provided they are presented for mail- 
ing at the postoffice windows* and in 
the minimum number of 20 perfectly 
identical copies. If mailed elsewhere, 
or in a less number, postage at the 
first class rate must be required." 


Postmasters have been Instructed 


a follows: 


First. That original manuscript a.nd 


typewritten matter, together with let- 
er ~>ress or manifold copies thereof, are 
first class mail matter. 


"Second. That fac simile copies ot 


manuscript or typewriting obtained 
by a mechanical process, m order to be 
entitled Sto the third class ra^e1 of 
postage must be presented for mailing 
at the postofflce or depository desig- 
nated by the postmaster, and In the1 
minimum 
of 20 perfectly identical 


copies separately addressed. 


"Third. That whem such matter Is 


mailed elsewhere than at the postofflce 
or depository designated by the post- 
master, or in less number than 20 
identical copies separately addressed, 
postage at the first class rate must be 
required."

Mayors Mather and Champlain spoke 
particularly of the exemption of edu- 
cational institutions from
